In answer to a communication, Vice-Consul> 
General Stuart J. Faller, of Hongkong, reports 
as follows concersing the trade openings for 
safes in China:—If' manufacturers make a 
small safe that can .be sold at a low price, it 
would be possible to build up io South Chins a 
considefable business. The purchasing power 
of the Obinese is very low. There might be an 
openjog for articles of this kind to sell ta Chi- 
nese pawashops. Theseare flourishing institu: 
tlona in China, usually occupying the. best 
-buildings..in a Chinese town, and taking 
elaborate precautions to safeguard (he property 
entrasted' lo them. ‘A business in safes would 
tequire cultivation and energetic handling, pre- 
ferably by a house with connections throughout 
China. Hongkong is the port of shipment and 
Consigoment for about 40. per cent, of-the 
foreign trade of China, and is the distributing 
centre for Sonth China. The export and im: 
port houses maintaining offices here do busi- 
ness in all the Treaty Porta from Pakhoi to 
Foochow, and most of them have their own 
offices or connections in these ports.

“In view of the tragedy at Harbin on Tuesday, 
which culminated In the assassination of Prince 
Ito hy a-Korean fanatic, the following from the’ 
Shanghat Témrer will be rrad' with melancholy 
interest:—The present trip which Prince Ito is 

| making in Manchuria is one of the most signi- 
ficant events In Far Eastern affairs. Notwith-- 
Blanding official statements issued as to the 
private character of the trip, the Japanese news: 
papers, according to one of our late telegrams, 
are already discussing the results of the trip‘as 
to the economic relations between China, Rus- 
sia and Korea io Manchuria. Japan has fre‘ 
aéntly expressed abherence to the policy of 
the “open door" in Chinn, but we ate 
that the . interpretation. of this pbraso means 
with her, as with: other nations, an open 
door to exploit China. In other words, China 
most not close her doors’ to any nation, 
byt must allow each one io ite turn to-gain 
what it can. Manchuria is ono of the richest 
portions of the Chinese Empire, and an-open. 
door Into its resources means the entry upon 
an avenue leading to great wealth. It is 
largely an uodevelopéd country, and in this 
respect differs from any, other part of China. 
It will be: much easier to mould this growing 
country jnto a shapo agreeable to outside in- 
fluences than would be possible in the older | 
and more thickly settled paris of the Eripire. 
Prince Mo's experience in the rapid changes 
which have come over his own country dur- 
jog the last two genorations, and bis recent 
experience in the denationalizstion of Korea, 
give him exceptional’ qualifications for ths 
formation of an expert opinion as to the present 
conditions and fulure: probabilitios in Man-- 
choria. It cao be taken for granted that these 
opin.ons will be osed by a patriotic statesman 
like Prince Ito forthe fartheriog in Manchuria of 
the interests of his own nation, While Japan 
ia thus using ber best instrament for measuring 
the situation in. Manchuria, we regrot to say 
that China is allowing affsirs to drift along and 
take their own course.
